President  John  Grier  Hibbcn, 
of  Princeton  University,  suggests  “Ev¬ 
ery  undergraduato  leaving  college 
should  take  his  textbooks  with  him  as 
a  reminder  and  record  of  a  past  chapter 
in  his  lifo  and  as  a  nucleus  of  a  li 
brary.”  Perhaps  it  isn't  fashionable  to 
bo  sentimental.  Yet  books  havo  become 
a  recognized  budget  item;  and  now  in 
many  colleges  is  heard  tho  ery  of 

Keep  Your  Textbooks.” 

Thoro  is  no  library  or  reference  book 
as  handy  as  the  worn  and  scribbled 
textbook,  which  has  been  your  compan- 
on  and  off  the  campus.  Can  you 
think  of  anything  which  would  be  as 
graphic  a  commentary  on  your  college 
life  as  tho  notes  and  names  you  have 
jotted  on  the  margins  and  covers  of 
tlioso  books?  To  what  other  books  havo 
you  granted  such  intimacy  of  thought?

“How  Can  tho  Paris  Peaco  Pact  bo 
Mndo  Effective?”  was  tho  subject  dis¬ 
cussed  by  O.  Myking  Mohus  of  tho  Col¬ 
lege  Social  Seionco  Department  before 
tho  Maryvillo  High  School  studonts  at 
their  regular  Assembly  on  Friday 
morning,  February  14th. 

“War  is  a  relic  of  barbarism  that  can 
be  eliminated,”  Mr.  Melius  declared. 
He  pointed  out  that  piracy,  slavery,  the 
burning  of  witchos  and  duelling  have 
been  abolished  bccauso  an  enlightened 
public  sentiment  domandod  their  remov¬ 
al  from  civilized  society.  Theso  evils 
wore  just  ns  thoroughly  grounded  in 
the  sentimonts  and  traditions  of  man¬ 
kind  as  war,  but  aro  things  of  tho  past 
and  will  never  again  return  because 
man  has  become  more  rational  in  his 
conduct.  “Any  reasonable  man  today 
realizes  that  there  is  no  moro  argument 
for  tho  continuance  of  war  and  tho  war 
spirit  with  its  militarism  than  there  is 
for  tho  advocacy  of  a  return  of  piracy 
or  duoiling,”  Mr.  Mohus  said. 

“Tho  best  way  to  eliminate  war  is 
to  show  the  futility  of  war,  and  to  set 
up  lawful  machinery  for  settling  dis¬ 
putes  between  nations  just  as  we  havo 
set  up  courts  to  settle  disputes  between 
individuals.  A  hundred  years  ago  men 
thought  they  had  to  fight  a  duel  whon 
their  so-called  ‘honor’  had  been  insult¬ 
ed.  Today  if  anyone  challenged  a  person 
to  fight  a  duel  our  sheriff  would  take 
that  man  to  St.  Joseph  and  place  him 
in  tho  Insane  Hospital — where  he  most 
certainly  would  belong.  But  wo  still 
havo  folks  who  argue  that  wo  must 
havo  a  large  army  and  navy  in  order 
to  protect  our  national  Honor.  How¬ 
ever,  men  like  Ramsey  MasDonald  are 
saying  that  they  are  willing  to  settle 
in  a  World  Court  any  question  what¬ 
soever,  oven  those  involving  tho  so- 
called  ‘honor’  of  tho  nations. 

“Wo  have  long  ago  realized  that  fist 
fighting  does  not  determine  which  in¬ 
dividual  is  right — it  simply  shows 
which  has  the  greatest  brute  force.  In 
tho  same  way,  resorting  to  war  does  not 
determine  tho  right  or  wrong  of  an 
issue.  It  simply  shows  which  nation 
has  tho  greatest  resources  in  men  nnd 
food;  Cortnirily  today  ‘will  say 

that  wo  won  tho  Mexican  War  of  1848 
because  wo  were  in  tho  right.  It  was 
opposed  by  tho  finest  men  in  tho  North 
men  like  Lincoln,  Grant,  nnd  Lowell, 
who  condemned  it  as  a  war  to  secure 
moro  slavo  territory.  Wo  won  that  war 
bccauso  wo  had  moro  resources  in  men, 
etc.,  than  Mexico. 

Today  tho  common  people  of  tho 
world  aro  in  accord  with  tho  provisions 
of  tho  Paris  Peaco  Pact  Which  declares 
that  all  disputes  or  conflicts  of  what¬ 
ever  nature  or  of  whntovor  origin  they 
may  bo  shall  be  settled  1  by  pacific 
means,”  Mr.  Melius  declared.  “Tho 
nations  of  the  world  havo  spoken  thru 
their  representatives  that  tlioy  desire 
no  moro  war.  Wo  can  help  to  mako 
this  Ucsiro  effective  by  trying  to  un¬ 
derstand  tho  various  peoples  of  tlio 
earth.  Wo  need  to  extend  and  organ¬ 
ize  our  friendships  ratlior  than  multi¬ 
ply  '  our  battleships.  Ambassadors  like 
Morrow  hotter  socuro  justice  for  Ame¬ 
rican  citizens  abroad  than  guns  and 
warships.” 

Mr.  Mohus  pointed  out  how  modern 
'inventions  lmvo  brought  all  nations  of 
tho  world  togother.  Today  no  nation-  is 
sufficient  unto  itself  alone.  Today  we 
livo  internationally,  for  world  trade  iB 
world  cooperation  and  in  destroying  our 
“onomy”  wo  destroy  our  own  prosper¬ 
ity!  Today  wo  soil  61  percent  of  our 
cotton  to  Great  Britain,  Franco,  otc., 
46  porcont  of  our  copper  to  Gormany, 
Groat  Britain,  Franco,  ote,  39  porcont 
of  our  typewriters .  to  Spain,  Argentine, 
Mexico,  Russia,  otc ,  34  porcont  of  our 
korosono  to  China,  Japan,  Holland, 
Groat  Britain,  etc.,  40  porcont  of  opr 
tobacco  to  Italy,  Chinn,  Gormany, 
Great  Britain,  otc.,;  and  28  porcont  of 
our  iocomotivos  to  Canada,  Mexico, 
Brazil  Argontina  Russia,  ote. 

On  tho  otiior  hail’d  wo  buy  from  for- 
lior,  coffoo,  silk,  tjn,  bananas  and  co- 
bor  coffoo,  silk,  ti|i,  bananas,  and  co¬ 
coa  bunas.  Our  foreign  trado  in  1927 
amounted  to  $4, 80S, 375, 090  of  oxports, 
and  $4,184,742,000  of  imports.  Wo  aro 
living  in  sucli  close  relationships  with 
other  nations  that  any  war  woiild  reully 
ho  a  civil  war.

Educators  Speak  at 
Columbia  Meeting 

Dr.  W.  II.  Burton  and  President 
Stratton  D.  Brooks  of  the  University 
of  Missouri  wero  among  tho  principal 
speakers  at  the  seventeenth  annual 
meeting  of  tho  Missouri  Stato  Adminis¬ 
trative  Association  in  session  at  Co¬ 
lumbia  last  weok.  Mr.  Cooper  and  Miss 
Wliito  of  the  Collogo,  and  Superinten¬ 
dent  Lawing  of  tho  Maryville  High 
School  wore  prosont  at  tho  meeting. 
Mr.  Lawiiig  was  on  tlio  program  at  tlio 
Saturday  session. 

Superintendent  W.  M.  Westbrook 
of  Marshall,  was  elected  to  succeed 
Superintendent  Charles  Banks,  of  Uni¬ 
versity  City,  as  president  of  tho  Mis¬ 
souri  Stato  School  Administrntivo  As¬ 
sociation. 

In  his  address  at  a  banquet  of  tlio 
Association  held  at  Stophens  Collogo, 
President  Brooks  stressed  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  toachors  soiling  education  to  tho 
stato.  Ho  told  some  of  tho  advantages 
to  the  public  deriving  from  education, 
saying  that  education  will  keep  poo- 
pla  out  of  hospitals  and  poor  houses, 
and  reduce  tho  number  of  jails.  He1 
closed  his  lecture  with  a  ploa  for  equal¬ 
ized  education. 

“A  Modern  Concopt  of  Supervision” 
was  tho  subject  of  Dr.  Burton’s  ad- 
dross.  Ho  gave  tho  five  major  func¬ 
tions  of  supervision  ns  being  inspec¬

Tlio  article  by  Mr.  Melius  is  as  follows: 

There  is  a  growing  realization  on  tho 
part  of  leading  educators  that  our 
schools  must  prepare  moro  effectually 
students  to  face  tho  vital  issues  of  mod¬ 
ern  living.  Our  schools  in  the  past  have 
been  too  far  removed  from  everyday 
life.  We  seemingly  have  been  teaching 
with  the  false  notion  that  if  wo  “train 
tlio  mind“  tlio  child  will  be  able  to 
adjust  himself  to  tho  roal  world  when 
lie  gets  liis  diploma.  Wo  have  been 
doing  this  in  spite  of  tlio  fact  that 
modern  psychology  has  proven  conclu¬ 
sively  the  unsoundnoss  of  the  old  doc¬ 
trine  of  formal  discipline  and  tho 
transfer  of  training.  , 

If  wo  hope  to  develop  boys  and  girls 
who  can  take  an  intelligent  part  in 
helping  to  solve  tho  complex  problems 
of  our  modern  lifo  we  must  acquaint 
them  with  theso  problems  in  the  school 
room.  This  thought  is  well  expressed 
by  Kilpatrick  of  Columbia  University 
in  his  book,  “Education  for  a  Chang¬ 
ing  Civilization”  in  which  ho  says  on 
pages  77-78. 

“If  our  pupils  are  to  grow  into  an' 
adequate  citizenship,  they  must  with 
increasing  ago  and  with  duo  regard  to 
their  growing  outlook  and  interest  be¬ 
come  increasingly  familiar  with  the 
problems  of  civilization.  A  proper  stud}' 
of  ‘frontier’  thinkers  should  give  us 
tlio  necessary  knowledge  of  tho  more 
important  social  problems  likely  in  some 
form  or  other  to  confront  ^tho  rising 
goneration.  That  many  of  theso  prob¬ 
lems  will  be  controversial  will,  if  they 
aro  handled  wisely,  but  enhance  their 
cducativo  value.  The  effort  is  not  to 
hand  out  solutions,  but  to  develop  me¬ 
thods  of  attack,  to  dovolop  an  intelli¬ 
gent  appreciation  of  tho  facts  pertinent 
to  thoir  solution.  That’  tho  secondary 
school  and  college  should  greatly  in¬ 
crease  their  work  along  this  line  is  as 
necessary  as  it  is  probable.” 

This  same  attitude  is  taken  in  tho 
Twenty-Sixth  Yearbook  of  the  National 
Society  for  tho  Study  of  Education, 
pago  21,  where  it  states:  “Ono  of  the 
cliiof  intellectual  purposes  of  the  school 
is  to  develop  understanding  of  tho  in¬ 
stitutions,  probloms,  nnd  issues  of  con¬ 
temporary  lifo.”  In  other  words,  wo 
cannot  bo  satisfied  by  merely  teaching 
tho  ovents  of  the  past  ages — wo  must 
stress  modern  socinl  probloms  and  stim¬ 
ulate  our  studonts  so  tlioy  will  face 
theso  problems  with  a  clear  vision  and 
unprejudiced  mind. 

Following  this  samo  lino  of  thought, 
J.  W.  Crabtroo,  Secretary  of  tho  Na¬ 
tional  Education  Association,  declares 
in  the  N.  E.  A.  Rosoareh  Bulletin  for 
Soptombor,  1929:  “A  school  which 
merely  meets  tho  domands  of  yesterday 
or  even  of  today,  is  not  enough  in  as 
rapidly  a  changing  civilization  as  that 
in  which  wo  aro  living.  An  analysis  of 
tho ,  economic,  social,  and  industrial 
changes  which  aro  now  in  process  sug¬ 
gests  that  tho  public  school  curriculum 
must  bo  liuiit'for  a  now  world,  if  it  is 
to  function  nnd  in  tho  lives  of  tho  chil¬ 
dren  today  and  tomorrow.” 

Not  ouly  must  our  pupils  become  con-’ 
versnnt  with  tlio  questions  facing  our 
country,  but  world  probloms  must  lio 
discussod.  Wo  cunhot  livo  upart  from 
tho  rest  of  tho  world,  for  wo  aro  all 
moinhors  of  ono  largo  famiiy  and  wo 
must  leuru  to  Uvo  together  harmonious¬ 
ly.  Tlio  foundation  for  this  stato  of 
mind  must  bo  laid  in  our  public  schools. 
TliiB  concopt  was  woll  oxpresod  by  Dean 
Henry  Lester  Smith  of  Indiana  Uni 


schools  of  tho  nntions,  working  with 
such  agencies  as  tho 'church,  tho  press, 
j  the  home,  and  governmental  institu- 
( 'to  go  far  toward  producing  a 
friendly  world  if  they  will  do  so. 

Often  tlio  individual  teacher  is  de¬ 
sirous  of  discussing  present  day  prob¬ 
lems,  but  she  is  handicapped  in  that 
she  does  not  havo  available  up-to-date 
and  rcliablo  material  on  modern  ques¬ 
tions.  In  order  to  help  such  a  teacher  we 
have  gathered  together  a  list  of  sour¬ 
ces  where  material  can  bo  secured.  Tlio 
organizations  that  are  listed  will  send 
literature  ’  to  those  who  request  it.  We 
suggest  that  tho  teachers  file  this  ma¬ 
terial  in  large  manilla  envelopes  or  in 
cardboard  boxes.  Tho  teacher  will  find 
that  in  a  short  time  she  will  havo  built 
up  a  reference  library  of  authentic  and 
reliable  information  on  such  questions 
as  world  peace,  race  relations,  prohibi¬ 
tion,  juvenile  delinquency,  crime,  child 
welfare,  labor  problems,  health  and  hy¬ 
giene. 


Valentine  Day  Isn’t 
What  It  Used  to  Be 


Over  the 

Library  D  esk 


The  fourteenth  of  February  is  called 
St.  Valentine’s  Day  in  memory  of  a 
Catholic  bishop  who  was  martyred  in 
Rome  in  A.  D.  270.  St.  Valentino  led 
such  a  noble,  sacrificial  life  that  every 
one  loved  him. 

In  the  medieval  church,  services  wero 
held  on  that  day  in  memory  of  his  mar¬ 
tyrdom.  It  happened  that  a  springtimo 
festival  which  was  kept  by  tho  Romans 
foil  on  tlio  samo  day.  Tho  presenting  of' 
gifts  has  como  down  from  this  old  fes¬ 
tival;  but  tho  origin  of  the  custom  was 
generally  forgotten,  and  in  timo,  tho 
gifts  wero  called  Valentines  from  the 
name  given  to  the  day. 

Valentine’s  Day,  at  present,  is  a 
much  degenerated  festival,  the  only 
obscrvnnco  of  any  note  consisting- 
merely  of  tho  sending  of  cards. 

At  no  remote  period,  tho  sentiment 
concerning  valentines  was  very  differ¬ 
ent.  Ridiculous  letters  wore  unknown. 
If  letters  of  any  kind  wero  sent,  they 
contained  only  a  courteous  profession 
of  attachment  from  a  young  man  to  a 
maiden,  lioneyed  with  a  few  compli¬ 
ments  to  her  various  perfections  and 
expressive  of  a  hope  that  his  love  might 
be  returned. 

In  tlio  February  number  of  thc- 
“ Magazine  World,”  appears  an  essay 
on  “St.  Valentino’s  Day”  by  Charles 
Lamb.  The  article,  in  part,  is  as  fol¬ 
lows: 

“Mysterious  personage!  Art  tlion 
but  a  name  typifying  tho  restless  prin¬ 
ciple  which  impels  poor  humans  to  seek 
perfection  in  union?  Like  unto  thee, 
assuredly  there  is  no  other  mitred  fa¬ 
ther  in  tho  calendar.  Thou  eomest  at¬ 
tended  with  thousands  and  ten  thous¬ 
ands  of  little  loves,  and  tho  air  is 
brushed  with  tho  hiss  of  rustling  wings. 

“Singing  eupids  aro  thy  choristers 
and  thy  preceptors;  and  instead  of  the 
crosier,  tho  mystical  arrow  is  born  be¬ 
fore  tlieo, 

“In  other  words,  this  is  the  day  on 
which  those  charming  little  missives, 
y-elept  valentines,  cross  and  intercross- 
each  other  at  every  street  and  turning.

Aware  of  the  fact  that  a  team  which 
had  previously  beaten  tho  Arkansas 
Stato  University  could  play  basketball, 
Maryville  unleashed  hor  best,  and 
soundly  upsot  every  and  all  threats  and 
attempts  that  tho  Bears  could  produce. 
Tho  Bearcats  wero  a  team,'  not  an  in¬ 
dividual  with  several  assistants.  Fisch¬ 
er,  Finley,  and  McCracken  all  scored 
four  fiold  goals,  whilo  tho  guarding  was 
so  closo  that  tho  dofonso  was  ponotrnt- 
od  for  only  six  points  during  tho  first 
half.

ville,  was  one  of  tho  240  young  men  in 
the  United  States  among  tho  hundreds 
who  took  tho  examination  to  receive 
tho  appointment.  Ho  went  to  Fort  Ri 
ley,  Kansas,  December  14  to  take  tho 
roquired  examinations. 

Tho  S.  T>0.  student,  in  addition  to 
his  two-year  record  as  cheer  leader  at 
tho  College,  is  also  vicc-prcBident  of 
the  Sigma  Tau  Gamma  fraternity.  He 
has  worked  his  way  through  school  as 
an  employee  of  tho  Montgomery  Cloth¬ 
ing  Company,  lie  is  a  junior  at  tho  Col¬ 
lege. 

When  Kenneth  loaves  Wednesday  for 
California,  ho  will  take  with  him  near¬ 
ly  two  and  one-half  years  of  experience 
as  a  member  of  Battery  C,  128th  Field 
Artillery  qf.  tho  Missouri  Nntional 
Guard.  lie  has  attended  two  summer 
camps  at  Fort  Riley,  anil  is  now  classi¬ 
fied  as  sergeant. 

After  tho  assembly  last  Wednesday, 
Fobruary  12,  at  a  meeting  of  the 
“Growlers,”  Floyd  Houghton,  secre¬ 
tary-treasurer,  of  tho  organization  made 
a  short  talk  to  tho  group  concerning 
tho  accomplishment  of  tho  club  sinco 
it  had  been-  under  tho  leadership  of 
“Kenny.”  Ho  told  how  hard  tho  presi¬ 
dent  had  worked  to  liolp  mnko  money 
with  which  tho  organization  could  help 
pay  expenses  to  mako  trips,  to  support 
tho  “Boarcats.  ”  Ho  brought  out  the 
fnct  that  it  takes  a  great  deni  of  timo, 
effort  and  enthusiasm  for  tho  loader  of 


an  organization,  to  accomplish  what  the 
group  has  accomplished  under  the  lead¬ 
ership  of  Kenneth  Greeson. 

Tho  speaker  then,  on  behalf  of  tho 
“Growlers”  and  their  sponsor  Mr.  U. 
G.  Whiff  on,  presented  “Konny”  a  life¬ 
time  fountain  pen  and  pencil,  and  asked 
him  to  bo  sure  to  keep  tho  boys  in¬ 
formed  ns  to  his  work  and  progress. 
“Kenny”  agreed  to  do  this,  but -said 
that  he  would  need  their  letters  moro 
than  they  would  need  his,  and  nsked 
them  not  to  forget  him. 

Concerning  tho  course  of  instruction 
at  tho  California  air  school,  tho  Mary¬ 
villo  Daily  Forum  says  tho  following: 

“Actual  instruction  in  flying  is  be¬ 
gun  shortly  after  the  cadet  outers  tho 
school.  During  tho  first  eight  months 
this  instruction  is  augmented  by  mili¬ 
tary  drill,  and  studies  in  aviation, 
mathematics,  machine  gunnery,  motors, 
radio,  and  other  phases  of  militnry  aero¬ 
nautics.  Aftor  completing  tho  first 
eight  months  tho  cadet  is  graduated  to 
tho  advanced  flying  school  at  San  An¬ 
tonio  where,  for  four  months,  ho  is 
given  intensive  trnining  in  military 
flying.  Aftor  completing  tho  course  Mr. 
Greeson  plans  to  go  into  tho  Air  Corps, 
citlior  as  a  reserve  pilot  or  on  active 
duty. 

“Studonts  of  the  army  aviation 
school  undergo  vigorous  and  thorough 
trnining.  About  half  tho  Btudcnts  ad¬ 
mitted  complete  tho  courso.  ” 


PLAYER,  CONTROL  IN  FOOTBALL. 


Tho  New  York  Evening  Post  recently 
printed  a  series  of  articles  on  player 
control  in  football.  The  first  tlirco  of 
these  articles  appeared  in  the  issues  of 
Oct.  1st,  2nd,  and  3rd,  respectively. 
They  are  written  by  John  Tunis;  in 
those  ho  discusses  tho  arguments  both 
for  and  against  player  control. 

Tho  idea  is  that  tho  coach  shall  sit 
in  tho  grand  stand  and  tho  captain 
shall  direct  tho  team.  This  is  a  com 
pnrntivoly  new  idea  but  tho  schools 
which  havo  used  it  arc  .  enthusiastic  in 
praise  of  tho  plan. 

The  idea  was  first  conceived  by  T.  A. 
D.  Jones,  former  coach  of  Yalo.  How- 
over,  it  was  first  put  into  practice 
by  a  group  of  schools  in  tho  Stato  of 
New  York.  In  October,  1927,  tho  Con 
tral  committeo  of  the  New  York  Stato 
High  School  Association  adopted  somo 
rules,  which  aro  known  as  “General 
Regulation  Number  Ono.” 

These  rules  are: 

1.  In  sectional  and  stato  champion 
ship  contests  aftor  tho  contest  has  be¬ 
gun  no  coach  or  other  adult  shall  in 
torfere  with  tho  activity  of  tho  con¬ 
testants. 

2.  This  regulation  must  bo  interpreted 
ns  prohibiting  sidelino  coaching  .  . 
or.  coaching  between  halves  by  any 
others  than  tho  contestants  themselves. 

3.  This  rulo  does  not  prohibit  a  coach 
or  liis  representative  from  ordering  tho 
withdrawal  of  any  contestant  at  any 
time,  for  any  reason,  but  no  contestant 
withdrawn  by  a  coach  or  his  represen¬ 
tative  may  return  to  tho  same  contest. 
Coaches  mny  attond  tho  physical  in 
juries  of  their  team  mombers  at  any 
timo  during  games  or  between  periods 
of  play. 

Mr.  Albert  C.  S.  Seclbach  of  tho 
Sosdick-Mnston  Park  High  School  of 
Buffalo,  gives  a  fine  statement  of  ad 
vnntagos'of  control  by  tho  enptnin.  Tho 
advantages  of  player  control,  lie  says, 
aro: 

1.  Causes  them  to  oxorciso  their  own 
initiative. 

2.  Placing  responsibility' upon  tho  on 
tiro  team  gives  each  player  tho  feeling 
of  groator  interest  nnd  satisfaction  that 
he  is  nn  important  part  or  power  on 
tho  team  and  results  in  greater  effort. 

3.  Makes  for  groator  individual 
thought  and  more  numerous  group  dis¬ 
cussion  of  all  phases  of  tho  sport  bo-

4.  By  tho  interchange  of  captains  or 
tho  removal  of  tho  captain  by  himself 
(which  often  happens)  tho  responsibil¬ 
ity  can  bo  placed  upon  a  number  of 
boys,  thereby  making  it  necessary  for 
their  being  versed  in  tlio  duties  of  this 
position.  This  point  alone  demands 
moro  teclinical  skill  of  'all  playors. 

lie  also  lists  ns  the  effects  of  the 
regulation  upon  himself  in  tho  position 
of  conch  that  “It  provides  mo  in  tho 
end  with  a  moro  intelligent  squad,  and 
it  relieves  mo  of  somo  responsibility  of 
detail.” 

There  aro,  of  course,  many  strong 
objections  to  this  idea  of  having  tho 
enptnin  direct  tho  game.  Ono  of  tho 
most  logical  of  these  objections  iB  that 
of  the  physical  ivolfaro  of  tho  boys. 
This  is  a  natural  objection  and  should 
causo  alarm  woro  it  not  for  tho  fact 
that  of  tho  regulations  specifies  that 
the  coach  may  tako  a  boy  out,  if  ho 
thinks  it  necessary,  and  that  that  boy 
may  not  ro-ontcr  that  game.  The  writer 
also  argues: 

Will  captains  always  act  for  the  best? 
Will  not  tho  ruling  put  fraternity  poli¬ 
tics  to  tho  fore;  will  not  old  friendships 
servo  to  nullify  tho  advantages  receiv¬ 
ed?  Undoubtedly,  in  somo  cases.  No 
chango  ns  swooping  ns  that  conceived 
by  this  requisition  can  bo  obtained  with¬ 
out  disadvantages;  this  is  ono.  No  fra¬ 
ternity  politics  or  favoritism  of  any 
sort  is  possiblo  under  the  guidance  of  a 
competent  coach  who  knows  his  busi¬ 
ness;  such  a  contingency  is  always  pos¬ 
sible  under  the  leadership  of  a  boyish 
captain.  But  directly  this  happens  tho 
squad  and  the  team  and  tho  school  suf¬ 
fer.  Tho  best  players  may  bo  overlooked, 
but  the  squad  and  ovcntually  the  school 
realize  it  very  soon;  therein  is  provided 
a  lesson  in  self-government  that  years 
of  experience  in  after  life  might  fail 
to  teach.  Is  any  ono  defeat  or  series 
of  defeats  upon  the  field  of  sport  too 
great  a  price  to  pay  for  such  a  lesson? 

Many  arguo  that  the  average  high- 
school  boy  is  not  old  enough  to  assume 
this  much  responsibility,  but  yet  tho 
state  law  allows  boys  to  leave  school 
at  the  ago  of  sixteen  and  assume  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  earning  a  living.  Of  this 
idea  tho  writer  says: 

No,  if  the  American  boy  of  the  twen¬ 
tieth  century  is  not  able  to  tako  up  the 
problem  of  directing  his  own  play  time, 
if  he  is  such  a  weakling  that  ho  cannot 
even  control  his  sports,  what  use  will  lie 
be  in  after  life  when  decisions  and  prob¬ 
lems  a  thousand  times  more  important 
will  be  thrown  at  him  from  every  side? 
And  what  bettor  training  ground  can 
he  havo  to  form  initiative,  character 
and  the  hnbit  of  depending  upon  him¬ 
self  thnn  tho  training  ground  afforded 
by  tho  fields  of  sport? 

In  tho  third  article  lie  sums  up  his 
opinion  of  player  control: 

Playor  control,  captain  control,  is, 
therefore,  the  only  acceptable  method  of 
conducting  Amorican  sports.  Picture  the 
position  of  a  coach  who  has  a  player 
come  to  him  from  a  lower  school,  where 
the  boy  has  workod  out  his  own  prob¬ 
lems  on  the  field  and  boon  in  charge 
of  his  own  gamo,  picture  this  coach  at¬ 
tempting  to  direct  this  boy  from  tho 
bench,  this  boy  who  has  already  stood 
upon  his  own  feet.  Imagino  tho  roaction 
of  tho  boy  to  an  idea  that  ho  has  seen 
discarded  and  old  fashioned  and  anti¬ 
quated  in  a  lowor  school.  Coach  control 
of  football  is  an  idea  of  tho  past.  Playor

both  wero  Macbeth;  thoso  from  Tho 
Merchant  of  Venice  were  Shylock,  with 
the  possible  exception  of  Lady  Mac¬ 
beth,  whoso  personality  could  not  bo  en¬ 
tirely  subordinated.  All  otlior  charac¬ 
ters,  Banquo,  Duncan,  Bassanio,  Anton¬ 
io,  Portia  and  others  oxistod  only  in 
so  far  ns  they  might  contribute  to  tho 
central  figure. 

Ilis  Shylock  was,  for  tho  most  part, 
tho  typo  of  Jew  who  constrains  himself 
to  suffer  tho  slights  nnd  insults  of  his 
Christian  competitors  provided  ho  may 
continuo  in  his  commercial  relation¬ 
ships  with  them,  comforted  by  the 
thought  of  a  possiblo  retaliation.  From 
timo  to  time,  however,  wo  had  \  a  _ 
glimpse  of  another  Shylock,  another 
typo  of  Jew — who  in  pride  of  raco,  in 
dignity  of  tradition  draws  away  in 
conscious  superiority  from  tho  hated 
Christian. 

At  the  conclusion  of  his  reading  from 
Tho  Merchant  of  Venice,  Mr.  Sothern 
gavo  a  delightful  interlude  of  porsonnl 
experience  and  anecdote,  in  which  he 
spoko  emphatically  and  sincerely  of 
his  Conception  of  tho  ideal  of  the  thea¬ 
ter.  Theater  art,  as  any  other,  dovotes 
itself  to  the  promulgation  of  beauty. 
He  stressed  his  point  that  tho  plays 
which  please  lastingly  arc  thoso  which 
aro  essentially  decent  and  clean,  and 
cited  tho  great  vogue  of  such  a  play  as 
“The  American  Cousin,”  which  ran  for 
twenty-five  years.  He  spoke  of  tho  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  organization  of  the 
European  theater,  and  that  of  tho 
United  States,  and  ascribed  our  present 
day  dearth  of  great  actors  to  the  lack 
of  great  schools  with  the  standards 
they  would  necessarily  establish. 

Throughout  Mr.  Sothern ’s  remarks 
were  interspersed  many  lively  anec¬ 
dotes  of  the  old  school  of  American 
actors,  centering  around  such  personal¬ 
ities  ns  E.  II.  Sothern,  Senior,  Joseph 
Jefferson  and  Laura  Keene. 

His  portrayal  of  the  “Fop  of  1870 
in  the  person  of  Lord  Dundreary”  kept 
his  audience  in  a  continuous  chuckle, 
which  lie  capitalized  in  proving  his 
point  in  regard  to  what  pleases.  “You 
see,”  ho  said,  “it’s  clean  fun,  and  you 
like  it.” 

No  moro  engaging  conclusion  could 
have  boon  given  to  tho  evening  than 
the  lyric  vein  of  tho  pooms  of  Francois 
Villon,  from  “If  I  Were  King. ’5’  From 
the  impassioned  voice  of  Villon  as  he 
addresses  his  thought  to  the  lovely  lady 
Katherine  de  Vaucelles  to  tho  bravado 
of  his  outburst  beforo  King  Louis,  Mr. 
Sothern  gave  us  a  fine  suggestion  of 
tho  great  lyric  poet. 

Mr.  Sothern ’b  appearance  will  long 
lie  remembered.  It  is  hoped  that  he  may 
come  ngnin  to  tho  Collogo.
